grain company had assets of millions 
The paper of the firm was food any- 
where In ttm northwest. 


Pettit borrowed money, signing the 


notes of the company as president, 
and dumped hundreds of thousands of 
dollars luto the market to uphold bis 
deal 


An audit of the books was ordered 


by tbe directors 


Pettit knew that audit spelled ruin 


for him The lines of suffering showed 
on bis face, and he grew haggard, bat 
otherw Ise he ga\ e no sign 


A day or two before the bookkeepers 


began to audit the books Pettlt's life- 
less body was found near tbe shore of 
the lake, and it was soon discovered 
that he had stolen millions.
